A 
oentnry ago there were scarcely »nj 
theatrical performances in either of the 
two capitals. The first Italian open 
produced on a grand scale in St. Peters- 
burg was Paisiello'a Barbiere di Siffvig- 
liat and in tho oftnid year anfhiglianixuui 
named Maddox opened the first theater 
in Moscow. The Czarina Catharine It, 
who found her mania for English cus- 
toms, comforts, and dependent*, and foi 
French fashions dud philosophy, quite 
compatible •with an abiding lore for 8 
home-mada and unrelenting despotism, 
graciously extended her patronage and 
gave handsome pecuniary support to a 
company of English actors under the 
management ot Mr. Fisher; bat after 
three or four years the British comedians 
waxed fat and kicked; they were contin- 
ually quarreling among themselves, and 
at last Mr. Fisher's company melted 
into thin air. 


Catharine's successor, the luckless 


Paul, abhorred all things English, and 
bestowed his crazy affections on French 
plays and players; but the most halcyon 
lays of Russian theatricals were, per- 
aaps, some fifty years ago, when the 
famous native prima donna, Mad. Seia- 
snof, rivaled the French canter-ices, 
Mesdames Albert and Branchne, when 
:lio Muscovite Talma was the famous 
tragic actor Caratiguine, whose wife— 
better known under her maiden name of 
Colossof—played Russian and- French 
3haracters with equal facility and felic- 
ity. 
The prima ballerina of this bril- 


liant epoch was M'lle Istomina, a pupil 
rf Didelot; Mesdames le Bras Paule 
were the leading stars of the French 
troupe, and a "run" of unprecedented 
iuration was enjoyed by an operatic 
farce by Von Ignatz Schuster—The 
Sham Calalina. Nor were the interests 
}f the native drama neglected. 
The 


'lOvernment gave no less a sum than 
200,000 roubles for the dramatic enter- 
tainment of the holiday folk only at 
Christmas and Easter, while for the en- 
souragemcnt of native dramatic authors 
i voluminous scheme was drawn up in 
ihe Imperial Chancellerie dividing origi- 
nal dramatists and translators of foreign 
plays into five categories or classes, and 
lecrqeing that they should enjoy during 
their life-time a part of the receipts of 
the Imperial Theaters, on a scale pro- 
portionate to the length and importance 
jf their productions. An author of the 
first class might commute his life royalty 
tor a lump sum not exceeding 4,000 ru- 
bles, an amount then equivalent to £800. 
Russian playwrights have done good 
work since the flourishing days at which 
we have glanced.—London Vaily Tele- 
graph.

What young mou of this class most 


need is a wider observation and larger 
knowledge of the world, or, especially, 
of their own country. They would thus, 
in time, understand how much better it 
is for our young men to be penetrated 
and inspired by the idea of being Ameri- 
cans than to be always dwelling upon the 
-fact that they are natives of Virginia, or 
Massachusetts, 
or Arkansas or New 
Jersey. There is really no harm in these 
young gentlemen, although their vehe- 
ment utterances regarding subjects with 
which they have but slight acquaintance 
have sometimes furnished convenient ma- 
terial for the use of Northern politicians 
who were hostile to Ihe South.

That any employment for wome 


should rank below that of domestic serv 
ant in popular estimation is an ide 
which strikes the American mind 
quite a novelty. An American girl wi 
do almost anything rather than be a serv 
nut. A factory girl ranks in the Unitet 
States as a far "more important membe 
ol SOCK ty tlian a domestic servant. Th 
is not the case in Walee, nor, I bclievi 
in Great Britain generally. Tho servan 
girl holds herself far higher ia the socia 
si'ale tlsjii the tip-girl, or indeed ai: 
odi^r girl who works with her Imnd 
unless it be the girl "in business," as 
the phrase is. A girl "in business" is 
uhat Americans politely call a "sales- 
laJy," though in Great Britain she is not 
infrequently a seller of gin and beer—in 
other words, a barmaid. Barkeepers of 
the masculine gender, it may be re- 
marked by the way, are nearly unknown 
in Wales, unless as an exotic of Ameri- 
can origin. The masculine bartender of 
America is an outgrowth of pioneer 
roughness—a condition of society in 
which pistols and bowie-knives "were 
many, and women few. There is hardly 
n better servant in the world than a really 
gt.oJ Welsh maid. She more nearly ap- 
proaches the best French model than any 
other I have known. Of course she has 
not the training in certain polished cus- 
toms which the French servant has, but 
her deftness, alacrity, and politeness are 
equally great. The politeness of a serv- 
ant to an employer is as clean and fair a 
thing as any politeness on earth. Ita 
absence is a great loss to both parties; in 
American it is very generally absent, its 
expression being thought servility. The 
servp.ut is Wales who is not polite is 
thought to be lacking in the social cul- 
ture befitting his or her station. The 
wages of servants, while very much be- 
low those common in the United States, 
are, as a role, better than the earnings 
of any other woman in their social plane.

So THE two million horse-power of 


the American Falls at Niagara is to 
be utilized in generating electricity 
for lighting, heating, and power 
purposes. 
The purchaser of the 


falls property, who is reputed to be 
a very skillful electrician, declines to 
describe his inventions or his process 
of generating force, perhaps because 
they are his own, and perhaps be- 
cause he does not care to announce 
results before he is sure that he can 
accomplish them. He will have many 
obstacles to contend against, one of 
the principal being to overcome tho 
loss of power by transmission of the 
current on the wires, and in his 
scheme his loss of power would be 
f >roportionately as large as the origi- 
nal sonrce of power. It is well known 
that in transmitting electricity it 
loses force inversely in proportion to 
the distance it has to traverse, as in 
crossing the ocean for instance, 
where at either terminus it only pro- 
duces n slight flash on a mirror. 
Electricians claim, however, that by 
the use of copper wires they can in 
some way overcome this. Certainly 
the Niagara Falls man will stand in 
need of some such help in transmis- 
sion, and he will probably find nu- 
merous other obstacles standing in 
his path as ho attempts to hitch up 
tho American Undine. Lei us credit 
him, 
however, with courage, and 


hope lie will Hiirceed. Other enter- 
prises, nt the outset apparently as 
impossible, have succeeded, and win- 
not this.' Telegraphing, telephoning, 
steam tnuel <>n sea and land, the 
loom, and the printing press a cen 
tury n<jo would have been laughed at 
as we niny now be inclined to laugh 
at tiie announcement that a man at 
Niagara is going to use the great cat 
aruct to light the streets and houses 
of Chicago, propel all its machinery, 
and desolate it* coal and wood yards. 
A century hence it may seem nothing 
remarkable, and the readers of the 
Chicago Ti'ilnnii' of April 30, 1982, 
will probably lind in that issue arti- 
cles reflecting upon the conservatism 
of their century old predecessors. 
Whatever readers to-day may thinlf 
of this project, one thing is clear 
Niagara Falls has too long been al- 
lowed to waste its tremendous power. 
It has not kept up with the general 
pace of the country. It ought to go 
to work and earn something. Let 
us hope the man has appeared who 
will secure that result.

NEWS BY TELEGRAPH. 


A DEVILISH PLOT, 


Sending Infernal Ma- 
chines through the 
Mail. 


FUNERAL OF GEN. .KURL6UT. 


Washington and Springfield 
Gossip. 


NEW YORL, April 29.—A dastardly 


attempt was made to-day by some 
miscreants on the lives of William H. 
Vanderbilt and Cyras W. Field, by 
sending them explosives through the 
mails. Fortunately the dangerous 
character of the packages was dis- 
covered en route to the postoffice sta- 
tion, and so probably loss of life pre- 
vented. Tiie circumstances of the 
case, as related by Postmaster Pear- 
son, are as follows: Two missives 
came into the postoffice abont 4:30 
o'clock in the afternoon. One was 
posted in the office and the other 
was brought in by a collector, a few 
minutes afterward. The last one 
was addressed to Wm. H. Vander- 
bilt, 459 Fifth aventta The first one 
was addressed to Cyrus W. Field, 
Lexington avenue and Twenty-third 
street The packets were placed in 
a mail bag along with other mail 
matter for up-town districts, put in 
the mail wagon and taken to the 
Third Avenue Elevated Railroad Sta- 
tion at the head of Chatham street, 
and then deposited on the front plat- 
form of one of the cars. The train 
started up town, and before reaching 
the station at Ninth street and Third 
avenne an explosion was heard from 
the mail bag, and fire and smoke was 
observed to issue from it. When the 
train stopped at the station the burn- 
ing bag was hastily transferred to 
the platform, as the railroad people 
•were afraid to transport it any fur- 
ther on the train. It was taken down 
stairs, placed on a wagon, and taken 
to the postoffice station at Twenty 
ninth street and Third avenne. Su- 
perintendent Mosher, who is in charge 
there, dispatched a messenger in 
haste for Postmaster Pearson, and 
when that official arrived the half 
burned mail bag and its contents 
were examined. The package -ad 
dressed to Cyrus W. Field was 
plunged into a bucket of water for 
fear it might also explode, and when 
thoroughly soaked was examined 
carefully. It was found to consist of 
a pasteboard hex, covered with gaudy 
flowers and had a small drawer in it, 
from which depended a string, as is 
supposed, for the purpose of draw- 
ing it open and causing the explos- 
ion. 
Inside of the box was found a 


tin cannister containing about one- 
half of a pound of powder and a glass 
jar containing a white powder and a 
liquid, believed to be some kind of 
an explosive, but what it was none 
of the postoffice officials could say. 
It will be sent to a chemist for anal- 
ysis. On the packages were ten 5 
cent stamps. It was Mr. Vander- 
bilt's package that exploded, proba- 
bly paused by the jolt of the cars 
when rounding the curve out of the 
Bowery in Third avenue, and but for 
•which occurrence the packages might 
have reached their destinations, and 
exploded in the hands of the parties 
to whom they were sent. The con- 
tents of the mail bag were pretty 
well scorched by the explosion. The 
postofficp officials are making a vig- 
orous effort to trace the packages to 
the parties who sent them, and no 
stone will be left unturned, Postmas- 
ter Pearson says, to hunt down the 
ruffians who made these Nihilistic at- 
tempts.

LIZZIE BAETON IN THE MAOONCOrjN- 


TY JAIL. OHABGED WITH 


GBAHD LAECKNV. 


Her Letter to Pataey Devlne. 


During the third week in March last a 


dolman and a silk dress, valued at about 
840, the property of Nellie Bockwell and 
Sadie Goodpastnre, employes at the Com- 
mercial hotel, disappeared from the rooms 
of the young ladies named, and since the 
night of the robbery the officers have 
been engaged in hunting down the guilty 
party. 
Soon after the arrest a search 


warrant was issued by Justice Curtis and 
the house of a woman was searched, but 
without finding the property. Nothing 
more was heard of the case until late Sat- 
urday night, when Marshal Hewes arrest- 
ed Lizzie Bice, alias Lizzie Barton, at 
the Commercial hotel, who confessed that 
she had taken the dress and dolman and 
worn them to Clinton about the time that 
Patsey Devine, the convicted murderer of 
Aaron Ooodfellow, was sentenced to be 
hanged. 


The young woman, who is rather good- 


looking, was seen in one of the debtor's 
cells in the county jail this forenoon by a 
EEPUKLICAS reporter. 
Lizzie Barton 


is quite a noted character in and about 
Clinton. During the past two or three 
years she made things exceedingly lively 
in DeWrtt county. While there she was 
charged with having stolen a horse and 
buggy, and driven to Quincy with the rig, 
which was afterward recovered. The evi- 
dence against Lizzie tor this ofl'ense was 
weak and she was discharged. 
She 


was implicated in numberless exploits 
of a sensational character. Finally she 
became an inmate of the Clinton cala- 
boose, and one night the calaboost caught 
fire and was burned to the ground, Lizzie 
and her female companion barely escap- 
ing with their lives. Lizzie and the other 
woman were indicted for arson, and at 
the trial Lizzie was sentenced to serve one 
year in the .Toliet penitentiary, aud her 
companion got sixty days in the DeWitt 
county jail. Becently Lizzie Barton was 
discharged from the penitentiary and she 
came to Decatur, securing employment as 


dining-room girl in the Commercial 


Hotel, of which Mr. J. B. Trnylor is pro- 
prietor. 


It appears that some one who knew 


Lizzie saw her wearing the stolen proper- 
ty on the occasion of her visit to Clinton 
and gave her away to the Decatur officer. 
This person, Lizzie avers, is none other 
than Mr. Henson, the city marshal of 
Clinton, whom she charges with mali- 
ciously hunting her down. 
She also 


stated that she was trying to do right, had 
resolved to quit stealing and "cutting up 
jack," and had it not been for Benson's 
devilish smartness she would now be free. 
Having confessed to appropriating the 
dress and dolman, her conviction will be 
an easy matter, and she will bo sent up 
the road again at tLe next term of court, 
whifh convenes on Monday, the 8th inst. 
She is resigned to her fate, but thus far 
she has failed to inform the marshal 
where the stolen property can be found.
